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LOST FOR NINE DAYS 
AIRMEN ARE FOUND 


INMEXICAN DESERT 


Col. Bishop and Lieut. Rob- 

ertson Are Discovered 32 
Miles South of Border by 
Arizona Searchers. 


THEY WERE FOUR DAYS 
LACKING FOOD OR WATER 


Col. Bishop Became Ex- 
hausted and Was Left by 
Robertson, Who Wore 
Himself Out Seeking Aid. 


Wellton, Ariz., January 19.—-Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Harry G. Bishop and Lieu- 
tenant W. A. Robertson, missing 
army aviators, exhausted from walk- 
ing four days in the wilds of Sonora, 
Mex., without food or water, were found 
yesterday more than 32 miles south of 
the border by a civilian searching party 
from Wellton. 

Lieutenant Robertson was brought 
back here today by the searchers. Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Bishop, too weak to 
walk, was left in charge of four search- 
ers in the Rosario mountains, where he 
was found last night at 10 o’clock. 

Two Sandwiches, Two Oranges. 

Two sandwiches and two oranges 
euch was all the food the men had tast- 
ed since they left the North Island 
aviation base at San Diego, January 
10, on their fight, Robertson told the 
searchers. 

The only water they had had was 
taken from the radiator of the airplane, 
Robertson said, and it was exhausted 
four days ago. 

Since the morning of January 10, 
when the two aviators began a flight 
from San Diego, with Calexico as their 
objective, they had not been heard 
from. 

Searching ‘parties, consisting of fel- 
low army aviators, civilians in auto- 
mobiles and Mexican troops had been 
scouring the deserts of Lower Calli- 
fornia and’ Sonora in a vain effort to 


find them. 
: Bishop Couldn’t Talk. 


Robertson was found yesterday and 
was following the tracks of the auto- 
mobile of the searching party. He was 
trailing the base of the Gila mountains, 
200 miles south ef the border. He 
directed the searching party to the 
Rosario mountains, 30 miles farther 
south, where he said he left Bishop the 
day before. Bishop had become ex- 
hausted and was unable to walk. 

Leaving Robertson in charge of two 
o’ the searchers, other members of the 
party pressed southward and found 
Bishop lying on the ground in a moun- 
tain pass. He was unable to talk and 
barely able to recognize the search- 
ers. 

ltobertson said the members of the 
searching party were the first humans 
he had seen since he landed. He was 
unable to give definite information as 
t» the district wherein they landed, 
but thought it was 250 miles or more 
south of the Arizona border. Members 
of the party who took charge of Bishop 
are expected to arrive here tomorrow. 
The searchers said neither of the men 
delirious when found. 

The propeller of their airplane was 
broken, Robertson said, when they 
made a landing about 12:30 p. m. Wed- 
nesday, January 10. Enough gasoline 
for thirty minutes’ flight remained in 
the tank. 

Robertson's Story of Flight.. 

The aviators remained with the air- 
plane until 4:30 that afternoon and 
then abandoned it, starting across the 
desert toward the mountains and head- 
ing north. They drained a gallon oil 
can and filled it with water from the 
radiator of their airplane. This they 
carried with them. 

Lieutenant Robertson gave his story 
in detail tonight to a representative 
of the Associated Press, as follows: 

“We left San Diego at 8:30 a. m.,, 
January 10, intending to go across the 
mountains east to Calexico. Insuffi- 
cient maps made it necessary to rely 
largely on compass readings. For this 
reason to keep north of the Mexican 
border we sailed a course 25 degrees 
north of east. I counted on this course 
putting me into the Imperial valley 
well north of the border and then havy- 
ing to sail south for about fifty miles. 

“In order to cross the high mountains 
‘t was necessary to travel high, aver- 
aging more than 7,000 feet. From this 
altitude it was impossible todetect a 
very strong north wind which I en- 
countered in the mountains. 

“I then turned southeast. After about 
thirty minutes on this course I could 
see distinctly through a haze a large 
body of water we thought to be the 
Salton sea. The only map of this sec- 
tion I had showed Salton sea much 
too far south so this confirmed my be- 
lief that I was right. As my gas was 
running low my only course was to 
keep going farther south in order to 
er, Calexico. Colonel Bishop thought 
this body of water to be the Salton 
sea, so both

of us were satisfied we 
were following the correct course. 
Teo Hazy to See Clearly. 
“Neither Colonel Bishop nor myself 
could possibly figure on the drift of 
the machine. As it was hazy it was 
made impossible to pick out objects 
clearly. The strong north wind also 
made our rate of travel much faster 
than was figured on. When about 30 
minutes of search was made for the 
Southern Pacific railway which I knew 
to be near Salton sea I decided to 
land and investigate. The landing was 
almost completed when the aircraft 
atruck soft ground and the plane tipped 
_ This was at 12:50 p. m., and I still 
thought we were at Salton sea and we 
were only convinced of our error after 
close examination of the surrounding 
eountry. We ee ene on walking 
the Imperial valley. 
ite put one gallon of water from 
the radiator in an extra oil can and 
with a light lunch started peeen west. 
That was at 4:30 p. m., January 10. 
“We kept a northwest course, trav- 
eling by night and day. Our water 
gave out Sunday, January 14.

In the cross-examination it was 
shown that “Mrs. Burton” had written 
to Ragsdale informing him that if he 
would send a check for $1,000 she 
would not appear against him. An 
effort to exclude this letter was not 
successful.

FRANK WM COKER 
DIED LAST NIGHT 


Well-Known Private Bank- 
er Had Been [11 With Pneu- 
monia for Ten Days—Had 
Lived Here Since 1872.

Frank M. Coker, 59 years old, a pri- 
vate banker, and well-known citizen 
of Atlanta, died Friday night at 7 
o’clock at the H. Patillo home at 171 
East Fair street, where he was board- 
ing at the time. He had been ill for 
ten days from pneumania. 

Mr. Coker was born in Americus, Ga. 
He was the son of F. M. Coker, the 
president of the old Bank of the State 
of Georgia, which stood on a corner 
of Five Points in the old Healey build- 
ing, and was the owner of the private 
bank located on Central avenue, which 
grew out of the Bank of the State of 
Georgia. 

Mr. came to Atlanta about 
1872, and began to work in his father’s 
bank, in which connection he remained 
throughout the remainder of his life, 
taking charge of the bank about 1900 
at his father's request. 

His wife, whom he married in 1893 
and who died some time ago, was Miss 
Lizzie Hillyer, daughter of Judge 
George Hillyer. Hlis mother, Mrs. 
Sarah Coker, died last March, leaving 
Mr. Coker executor of her big estate. 

He is survived by two daughters, 
Misses Sarah and Elizabeth Coker, and

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ALLIES CONDEMNED 
T0 CONTINUE WAR 
ASSERTS POINCARE 


French President Says En- 
tente Powers Can’t Stop 
Until Reparations and 
Guarantees Have Been Ob- 
tained. 


FRANCE DEEPLY MOVED 
BY AMERICAN SYMPATHY 


Violation of Belgium Brings 
Out Symbolical Signifi- 
cance of War — Poincare 
Says United States Under- 
stands Nature of Struggle. 


Paris, January 19.—President Poin- 
care has received Edward Marshall, an 
American newspaper writer, at the pal- 
ace of the Elysee and talked with him 
in regard to Presilent Wilson’s note an4d 
the reply of the entente allies. The 
crux of the interview appears in these 
words of the. president: 

“We are condemned to continue the 
war until we—our gallant allies and 
ourselves—can obtain the reparations 
and guarantees rendered indispensable 
by the aggressions of which we have 
been the victims, by the sacrifices to 
which we have subjected ourselves and 
by the losses which we have suffered.” 

“May I] tell America that France is 
our friend, even though we are not 
fighting with her?” the American visit- 
or asked. 

“The United States of America and 
France are closely united by ineffaceable 
common recollections, by the same po- 
litical traditions, by the same axtach- 
ments to free institutions,” said Presi- 
dent Poincare. “This war, which Ger- 
many unloosed upon Europe and which 
France did everything to avoid, could 
not alter the good relations between the 
United States and France. It has even 
made them closer and. strengthened 
them. 

American Sympathy for Allies. 

“The United States,” M Poincare con- 
tinued, thoughtfully, “have remained 
neutral, but the sympathies of individ- 
uals in every section have manifested 
themselves in favor of France and her 
allies. We,have been deeply moved by 
innumerable demonstrations of friend- 
ship. 

“There never has been a day since 
soon after the becinning of the war on 
which I have not personally received 
from America a voluminous mail con- 
tainine generous offerings for our in- 
vaded populations, for our war widows 
and our war orphans. The letters which 
acconrpany these tributes emanated 
from all social classes and often are 
expressed in very 1noving words. Other 
letters bring to ine warm wishes for 
the victory of France. 

“Your great country svrely under- 
stands that we, the allies, are fighting 
not only for our own independence and 
our own national honor, but a much 
wider cause, which goes further than 
the boundaries of our own interests. 
Ve are fighting for the rights of the 
individual and for the liberty of peo- 
ples. 

“The violation of Belglum brings 
out the symbolical significance of this 
whole war. Germany was not satisfied 
with declaring war upon us without 
provocation. She had willed to butcher 
us without warning and, to attain that 
end, she trampled under her feet in 
passing a little, innocent people. There 


‘ig enough evidence by which to judge 


the responsibilities of our enemies; 
it is enough to define the nature of 
the struggle in which we are engeged. 
The United States have made no mis- 


taxe about this.” 
Poincare on Wilson’s Note. 

“Are you willing to make some com- 
ment with regard to President Wilson’s 
note?’ the correspondent asked. 

‘Knowing as we do the feelings of 
America, we have not failed to under- 
stand the thought which inspired the 
recent initiative of President Wilson,” 
M. Poincare replied. ‘We are at once 
convinced that in the mind of the il- 
lustrious president the suggestion made 
to the belligerents was in accord with 
the traditional friendship between our 
two nations. But being conscious that 
we are fighting for mankind, we find 
ourselves without the right to lay 
down our weapons before we can sign 
a peace really humane; that is to say, 
founded upon principles which would 
make it workable and lasting, which 
would be consistent with the rights 
of nations and which would spare 
the world from the repetition of such a 
terrible catastrophe a's this war. 

“['nhappily it certain that Ger- 
many, who now pretends to consider 
herself victorious, although she can 
hardly entertain any doubt &s to the 
end, is not ripe as yet for such a neces- 
sary peace. We, therefore, are con- 
demned to continue the war until we 
—our gallant allies and ourselves— 
can obtain the reparations and guar- 
antees rendered indispensable by the 
aggression of which we have been 
the victims, by the sacrifices to which 
we have subjected ourselves and by 
the losses which we have suffered. 

“The answer which the allied na- 
tions collectively have just given to 
President Wilson is perfectly clear in 
this respect. For our part, we have 
nothing to conceal. We were attacked. 
We are defending ourselves. But we 
are not willing to be obliged to defend 
ourselves perpetually against fresh at- 
tacks. Therefore we are determined 
to have reparations for the past and 
guarantees for the future.” 

“You feel that the president was 
justified in putting to the belligerent 
powers the questions which he asked,” 
the correspondent inquired. 

No Repulse of Wilson's Ideas. 

“It will not be from our side,” said 
Preajdent Poincare, “that will come 
any repulse of the generous ideas of 
President Wilson regarding the inter- 
national agreements to be concluded as 
soon as the peace is signed in order 
to assure respect for the pledges given. 
On the contrary we very willingly shall 
associate ourselves with his noble in- 
tentions. But in order that such un-

- BEGINS 70 RETIRE 


Actual Withdrawal Opera- 
tions Under Way at Out- 
posts—Whole Force Will 
Be Moving in 72 Hours. 


El Paso, Texas, January 19.—It was 
unofficially reported by army officers 
that actual withdrawal operations were 
under way at El Valle, the southern 
outpost of the punitive expedition in 
Mexico, and at San Joaquin, between El 
Valle and the field headquarters at 
Colonia Dublan. ' 
tPredictions that the entire expedi- 
t.on will begin its march to Colum- 
bus, N. M., within the next 72 hours 
were made by army officers today. 


All supplies billed to Americans in 
the Casas Grandes-Colonia Dublano dis- 
triot and sent to Juarez for transporta- 
tion over the Mexico Northwestern rail- 
road have been ordered held at Juarez 
and no further shipments of supplies 
will be made over this read for the 
punitive expedition. 

Arrangements were also being made 
in Juarez today for sendin; all avail- 
able freight cars to Casas Grandes tv 
bring out the stocks cf goods and sur- 
plus supplies from the stores of the 
American Mormons and others who 
have been supplying the American 
troops in Mexico. 

The dispatching of four empty motwor 
truck trains of thirty trucks each from 
Columbus during the past 24 hours was 
taken here to mean early withdrawal. 
The pitching of a number of large 
tents at Columous for housing equip- 
ment, ordnance, merchandise and other 
army stores also was considered an in- 
dication of the early withdrawal and 
arrival of the expeditionary column 
at the field base.

NO ANNOUNCEMENT 
BY WASHINGTON. 

Washington, January 19.——Formnial an- 
nouncement of orders for withdrawal 
of the American expedition in Mexico 
was still lacking tonight, though there 
was no disposition in officitat quarters 
to doubt dispatches frum the border 
indicating that the movement. of 
Pershing’s men northward ilreadv was 
under way. President Wilson hag ap- 
proved the plan to bring ths expedition 
out and there have been pisin intima- 
tions that action would precede any 
further statement on the subject. 

All details of the withdr=wal are un- 
derstood to have been left to General 
Pershing and General Funsion already 
has worked out his plans for distribut- 
ing the ten or twelve thousand men In 
the expedition at strategic points alon- 
the border. 

As soon as these regulars are avail- 
able the homeward movement of na- 
tional guardsmen still doing border p.- 
trol duty will begin. The pian has been 
to relieve a large part of the guards- 
men, if not all of them, immediaiely.

COUNTER ATTACKS MADE 
BY THE RUSSIAN FORCES 


Berlin, However, Asserts 

That the Russians Were 
Repulsed — No Events of 
Importance on the Other 
Fronts. 


January W.—(By ASSo- 
ciated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—Artillery bombardments 
and patrol engagements appear to be 
occupying the armies on the entrench- 
ed war fronts of Europe. Current of- 
ficial communiques from the capitals 
of the warring nations mention n9 
hard fighting except on the western 
end of the front in Moldavia. 

Austro-German guns are pounding at 
Ocna, a railroad town in the Trotus 
valley, according to Petrograd. in 
the Suchitza vallev, farther southward, 
Russian attacks, Berlin says, failed 
with heavy losses. On the eastern end 
of the front between Goksnhani and Ga- 
latz there has been no important ac- 
tivity, and Field Marshal von Mack- 
ensen apparently has heen checked mo- 
mentarily in his advance against the 
line of the defenders on the Sereth 
river. 

On the western front there have been 
several small patrol engagements 
along the British portion of the line. 
On the remainder of the frent the op- 
posing artillery wings cuntinue to 
hammer hostile trenches. 

Near Zborow, in Galicia, an Austro- 
German raid was frustratea bv the 
Russians, who drove the invaders out 
after they had entered some «renches. 
An Austrian offensive nea» Oppachia- 
sella, south of CGorizia, on the Carso, 
failed under Italian artillery fire, Rome 
reports. 


RUSSIANS ATTACK 
GERMAN POSITIONS 
IN NORTH RUMANIA 


Berlin, January 19.—(Via Sayville.)— 
The Russians made attacks yesterday 
on German positions along the north- 
ern Rumanian front, north of the Su- 
chitza valley, According to today’s of- 
ficial announcement, . these attacks 
failed with heavy losses. 

The announcement follows: 

“Front of Archduke Joseph: ‘North 
of the Suchitza valley in the district of 
Marasti, attacks undertaken against our 
height positions failed with heavy 
losses for the enemy. 

“Front of Field Marshal von Macken- 
sen: The situation is unchanged.” 


ARTILLERY FIRE 
REPORTED HEAVY. 


Petrograd, January 19.—(Via London, 
British Admiralty, Per Wireless Press.) 
The town of Ocna on the railroad line 
which virtually parallels a consider- 
able section of the front along the Mol- 
davian southwest frontier, has been 
under bombardment by the Teutonic 
heavy artillery, the war office announc- 
ed today. Aside from the other bom- 
bardments and patrol operations there 
have been few activities along the Ru- 
manian front. The statement reads: 

“Rumanian Front: In the valleys of 
the Rivers Trotus and Oituz the enemy’s 
heavy artillery bombarded the town of 
Ocna and the village of Bordaneshti. 
On the rest of the front there were 
scouting reconnoissances and infantry 
firing.”’ 

The statement reports that no events 
importance have occurred on the 
front.

TWO GERMAN POSTS 
TAKEN BY RUSSIANS 
NEAR BARANOVICHI 


Petrograd, January 19.—(Via London. 
British Admiralty Per Wireless Press.) 
The capture of two German field posts 
in the Baranovichi region on the Rus- 
sian front and the failure of an at- 
tack by the Germans near Zborow, east 
of Lemberg, in Galicia, are reported in 
todays war office statement, which 
SaVsS:

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Naval Hero Will Be Buried 

at Arlington Today After 
Services in Capitol—Mid- 
dies to Act as Escort.

Dewey, hero of Manila bay, 
buried at Arlington tomorrow 
public honors seldom equalled 
nation’s history. 

After services in the rotunda of the 
capitol, the body will be followed down 
Pennsylvania avenue and across the 
Potomac to its resting place by a. cor- 
tege including all the high officials 
of the federal government, the diplo- 
matic corps, ranking officers of the 
army and navy, military and naval 
units in uniform, committees of the 
senate and house, and representatives 
of many patriotic societies and other 
organizations. 

Flags on American public buildings, 
forts and naval vessels throughout the 
world will be- at half mast, and at 
noon, while the last rites are being 
said at Arlington, senior warships of 
the American navy everywhere will 
fire a farewell salute of nineteen 
minute guns. 

Services at the Capitol. 

During the services at the capitol, 
which will be attended by President 
Wilson and many other officials and 
distinguished men and women, the 
body will rest on the same catafalque 
and at the same spot in the rotunda 
where Lincoln, Garfield and McKinley 
lay in state. Chaplain Frazier, Dewey's 
and the Olympia’s chaplain at Manila, 
will officiate. 

A brief ceremony at the Dewey resi- 
dence, attended by near relatives, by 
the president and Mrs. Wilson, and by 
a few close friends, will precede the 
capitol funeral, and in conformity to 
the admiral’s expressed desires the 
Annapolis midshipmen will be the only 
military escort when the body is taken 
from the home. The private service 
will begin at 10 o’clock and that at 
the capitol an hour later. 

It was decided today to select no 
honorary palWearers. At the home, at 
the capitol and later at the cemetery 
the body will be borne by bluejackets, 
and in the cortege it will repose on 
a/flag-draped saisson. Accompanying 
on foot will be an escort of mariries, 
uejackets, soldiers and midshipmen. 
The larger military escort following 
will include the entire corps of mid- 
shipmen, the bluejackets of the battle- 
ship New Hampshire, marines from 
Norfolk and Philadelphia, artillerymen 
from Fort Monroe and other posts along 
the Potomac, and many other units. 
Accompanied by their officers on foot, 
they will march in the inverse order 
of their rank, in special dress uni- 
forin. 

In the Funeral Procession. 

Behind the military, in carriages, will 
be the president, the cabinet, the cnief 
justice and associate justices of the su- 
preme court, the diplomatic corps and 
the committees of congress. The So- 
ciety of Manila Bay, made up of of- 
ficers who were under fire with Dew- 
ey at Manila, will be given a special 
place in the military section, but the 
committees of other patriotic societies 
and miscellaneous organizations will 
ride behind the government officials, 

By an order of President Wilson, all 
executive departments will be closed 
throughout the day. The senate and 
house will assemble shortly before the 
capitol ceremonies, and then will recess 
while they are in progress. All busi- 
ness houses in Washington will be 
Closed from 11:30 to 12:30 o'clock.

IN BATTLE WITH POSSE 


One Member of the Posse Was 
Slightly Wounded in 
the Hand.

The possemen then formed 
a semi-circle.around the camp and 
awaited the return of the men. About

When near the camp the possemeéen 
ordered the robbers to surrender, but 
were prosted with a volley of shots. 

Will Hart was the first robber to 
fall. All three were ghot in the head 
and were dead when the posse reached 
them. More than one hundred shots 
were fired. The ckete and caps of 
the outlaws wer filled with car- 
tridges. 2s 

It is believed the three men killed 
today were members of the band which 
fought off a posse near Nowata recent- 
ly after they were said by officers to 
have robbed the Alluwe State bank at 
Alluwe, and another bank at Vinita. 
Oscar Poe and Will Hart were arrest- 
ed and charged with the robbery of a 
bank at Centralia a few days later, but 
escaped from jail while awaiting trial.

The correspondent asked President 
Poincare whether France felt the re- 
turn of her lost provinces, Alsace and 
Lorraine, as well as the restoration of 
Belgium, essential to the conclusion of 
a satisfactory peace. 

“In our reply,” said President Poin- 
care, ‘“‘we also have spoken of the 
restitution of provinces torn away in 
the past by main strength or separated 
from us against the will of their in- 
habitants. Note this, that during 44 
years France ‘has strangled the pain 
which her old wounds have caused her. 

“In 1871 Germany took from her Al- 
sace and Lorraine against the unani- 
mous wish of the inhabitants. What- 
ever may have been the burning regret 
which she felt for this, France never 
would have been willing to make a war 
of revenge. We know too well, alas, 
what a war must cost humanity. 

“Instead we waited, taking care to 
avoid all occasion for conflict. France 
proved herself patient and resigned. 
She endured provocations such as that 
of Agadir and many others. 

“But today, when war has been de- 
clared upon her without just motives; 
today, when her blood has been poured 
out through the fault of others, how 
could she fail to claim’ vindication 
founded upon right and justice? Pres- 
ident Wilson and the people of the 
United States certainly will understand 
the high moral import of the answer of 
the allies.”

In levying the excess profits tax of 
8 per cent upon all profits of corpora- 
tions and co-partnerships in excess of 
eight a cent of capitalization, the 
bill defines capitalization as including 
money paid in, actual property used or 
owned and all surplus and undivided 
profits. Concerns having annual prof- 
its of $6,000 or less would be exempt, 
as would profits derived from agricul- 
ture or from solely personal services, 
such as the income of professional men. 

The subcommittee framing the bill, 
which comprised Representatives 
Kitchin, Rainey and Hull, exempted 
agriculture on the ground that the 
farmer already is taxed heavily enough, 
and that it is impossible to tell how 
much a farmer has invested in his 
business. Excess profits laws in 
France, Russia, Great Britain and Italy 
— agriculture and personal serv- 
ces. 

A foreign corporation doing business 

in the United States would be required 
to pay the excess profits tax the same 
as a domestic concern, but only upon 
the business done here. The income tax 
methods of collection and assessment 
would be applied in collection of the 
new tax. 
The inheritance tax increases would 
raise the rate on the minimum inher- 
itances now taxable from one and one- 
half per cent, and would levy a new 
rate of fifteen a cent on those of

Why is it that when rich people begin

Nor is his reputation as a 
prognosticator likely to be strengthened by 
his recent prediction that when peace comes 
in Europe a conflict between the United 
States and Japan will follow in its wake. 


shown no unusual astuteness as a prophet in 
international affairs; and we can, therefore, 
see no reason for viewing with any particular 
degree of alarm his prophecy of menace by 
Nippon as “one of the first fruits of a Euro- 
pean peace.” 

Japan, he tells us, will sit at the confer-

ence of the nations after the war; that our 
Asiatic sister power probably will ask for 
“a Monroe doctrine” in Asia; she will “dis- 
cuss the supremacy of the:Pacific with the 
United States,” and, when the great conflict 


in Europe is over, will probably begin one of | 


her own with America. 

This may be just a blind guess upon Mr. 
Shaw's part; but it looks on the face of it 
like a nightmare. He should be wakened 
and rolled over. 

He doesn’t supply even one fragment of 
evidence to bolster his gloomy prophecies, 
nor even an argument plausible enough to 
place what he predicts within the: pale of 
even a possibility. 

But nobody is going to be frightened by 
what Mr. Shaw says, or by the jingoistic ut- 
terances of any other man—nor will the ad- 
ministration at Washington be swerved from 
its path of righteousness and fair dealing. 

How the people of the Pacific coast, where 
a possible menace from Asia would make its 
first impression, feel about things trans- 
Pacific is thus aptly expressed by The San 
Francisco Chronicle: 


Our east is so distant in every sense 
of the word from the Far East its fears of 
Japan are as natural as they are mistak- 
en. We of the west are nearer in every 
way to the Island 'Empire, and, not being 
entirely destitute of reasoning power, 
some respect should be paid to the fact 
that we are losing no sleep over the pos- 
sibility of a Japanese invasion. 

We, too, can see Japan growing in 
naval and military power, but we see that 
growth as specifically directed toward s8u- 
premacy in China, where the mikado has 
already begun an invasion which will 
tax all his resources for the next half 
century at least. 

It may be that our prediction will not 
be verified, but, at any | rate, we can fur- 
nish a reason for our lack of fear. 


So, while the west feels as it does about 
the “yellow peril” bugaboo, it hardly be- 
hooves the east or the south to become ex- 
cited about it. 


CATOR WOOLFORD’S WORK. 

The offer of Cator Woolford, one of At- 
lanta’s most successful business “men, to

When recently the Chamber of Commerce 
investigated and recognized the value of the 
institution, to employers as well as to em- 
ployees, and considered the direction of it, 
Mr. Woolford expressed his further confi- 
dence in the institution by financing it 
until it can be established on a permanent 
basis under the Chamber of Commerce and 
maintained by the employers of Atlanta. 
The latter have long since realized that one 
of the elements needed for efficiency in labor 
here is the very system of vocational guid- 
ance, already successfully inaugurated by 
Mr. George Halsey in the vocational guid- 
ance department of the clearance house 
under Mr. Woolford’s generous maintenance, 
and now known as the Vocational Bureau of 
the Chamber of Commerce. 

Mr. Woolford’s part in the establishment 
and maintenance of the institution affords a 
commendable example of the service that 
can be rendered humanity by the individual

Permit me to go on record as heartily in- 
dorsing what you say.

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The Farm Loan Act 


The Social and Economic Effect 
Of the Act. 
By Frank R. Wilson, 


Federal Farm Loan Bureau, 
Washington, D. C. 


ARTICLE VI. 

The main points of the federal farm loan 
act have been set forth in the preceding in- 
Stallments. The reader will readily see that 
this act is a new thing in this country, and 
is liable to have an important effect on our 
social and financial life. 

Let us briefly suggest some of its pos- 
sible effects: 

The rapidly increasing cost of living has 
of late given American tninkers a great deal 
of uneasiness. The fact is everywhere rec- 


ognized that our city population has been | 


increasing more rapidly than the rural popu- 
lation. sivery day there are some more 
mouths to feed, but there is only a slowly 
increased acreage upon which this food is 
produced. Two important facts are there- 
fore patent: ; 

First, more farms must be established to 
provide homes for more producers, and, sec- 
ond, the land under cultivation must be 
farmed more carefully and with more and 
better equipment to meet the growing de- 
mand for food. ; 

The farm loan act will have a strong in- 


fluence toward a realization of both of these ! | 
' lows: 


ideals. 
Farm Tenantry a Curse. 

Farm tenantry is a cyrse whose worst 
effects are lowered fertility and inefficient 
farm methods. ‘The tenant is not a normal 
farmer. ‘The transient nature of his living 
makes maximum production impossible. He 
is often not a meat producer, because he is 
not on one farm long enough to build up a 
herd of live stock. He is a grain farmer, 
and a grain farmer is a sapper of fertility. 
Hea is engaged in the pastime ef hauling 
the fertility of his landlord’s soil to market. 
With approximately one-half of the farm 
lands of the country in the hands of tenants, 
America is cashing in her land fertility at 
an amazing rate. 

The farin loan act has for one of its im- 
portant purposes the placing of land into 
the hands of owners who wiil tarm it witna 
the inspiration that comes from ownership. 
The owner of land treats it s0 as to conserve 
its fertility. He is a permanent fixture in 
the neighborhood. He markets his crop 
through his live stock, returning the fer- 
tility to the soil. A nation of land owners 
means a nation with a constantly increasing 
capacity to produce food for its people. 

But the farm loan act will do more for 
agriculture than merely supplying cheap 
money. The act actually specifies how the 
money borrowed shall be spent. It says that 
unless used to pay debts, it shall be spent 
on things that will contribute to more pro- 


duction on the same acreage. So the farm 
loan act means a higher and better type of 
agriculture. 

But some students of the act believe its 
greatest contribution will be the stimulation 
to the practice of co-operation. Co-operation 
is its basic fact. Farmers are required to 
get together into groups to secure its bene- 
fits. When they put their mortgages to- 
gether for the sake of getting cheaper money, 
they will also form the habit of co-operating 
in other problems of common interest. Who 
knows but that these co-operative associa- 
tions may become the business and social 
units of farm society? 

Financial Saving. 

The financial saving to the farmers of 
America would alone be enough to justify 
this enactment. On a volume of four billion 
dollars our farmers are paying now nearly 
9 per cent annually, all of which is a tax 
on all the people because it limits consump- 
tion by handicapping the producer. If this 
rate should be reduced by 4 per cent it would 
mean an actual annual saving of $160,000,000. 
But this estimate of the money to be saved 
does not take into consideration the fact 
that the normal volume of farm loan busi- 
ness will greatly increase with an advan- 
tageous Interest rate. 

The success of the farm loan banking 
system is now up to the farmers themselves, 
They have been given the co-operative ma- 
chinery to finance themselves without profit 
to any individuals. They have been given 
the machinery for governing their own finan- 
cial institutions and maintaining control of 
them. Socarefully is their ownership guarded, 
no matter who buys stock in the federal land 
banks eventually none but the farmers may 
have voting power.

CARRY BANNERS OF DIXIE 


Col. Charles Dalvigny, officer of 
the day of Camp 159, United Con- 
federate Veterans, stood at the en- 
trance of the hall of the house of 
representatives at the state capitol 
Friday afternoon just before’ the 
Lee birthday celebration began.

Department Heads Busy Se- 
| lecting Men to Be Dropped 


in Conformity With Re- 
| duction—Salaries Being 
| Paid. 

| 


Mayor: Candler Friday signed the 
January finance sheet passed Thursday 
by the general council and the alder- 
'manic board. The pay checks for city 
‘employees were being signed and deliv- 
{ered yesterday by the comptroller’s of- 
‘fice. They were for salaries due up to 
January 15, which was held up pending 
ithe passage of the sheet. 

As the budget carries a reduction in 
several city departments for operating 
| expenses, heads of the departments af- 
| fected have begun rearranging their 
forces. 

The chief of construction is the hard- 
'est hit. His department has been so 
| heavily cut that he was forced to lay 
off more than 200 employees. The office 
force of the department is also heavy 
hit and several members will probably 
be dropped. Henry L. Collier, chief of 
construction, is now arranging the 
changes and will probably have them 
ready for publication by Sunday. 

The repair forces of the department 
were made up yesterday of only two 
squads of four men each. Fhough his 
forces have been greatly reduced Mr. 
Collier spoke yesterday in high terms 
of the work of the finance committee 
and stated that they evidently did their 
best. 

The city clerk will drop one man, the 
health department two inspectors, the 
comptroller’s office one man, and pos- 
sibly several in the water department. 
The smaller departments not having 
any other alternative than to get rid of 
some of their help, are finding a hard 
job deciding on the man to be dis- 
charged. 

Reports of the changes in the depart- 
ments will be made to the comptroller’s 
office by department heads so that the 
names of the men let out can be listed 
and stricken from the books. 


Carpenter Planning - 
Additional Changes 
For the City Hall 


Additional proposed changes in the 
offices in the city gall arg under con- 
sideration by the committee on public 
grounds and improvements, states 
Councilman Carpenter, chairman of the 
committee. 

The plan as proposed Friday is to 
move the park department to the third 
floor, giving space in the committee 
room for this office. The city war- 
den will be moved from the fourth floor 
to the same office, with the license in- 
spector on the second floor. 

The office now occupied by the elec- 
tricilan and the license inspector will be 
given over to the warden and the li- 
cense inspector. The oaity electrician 
will be moved to the office of the chief 
of construction on the second floor, 
where some changes and a reduction 
in office space will be made. 

Practically all of the fourth floor 
will be turned over to the school de- 
partment. This department will have 
about five or more offices, as it is in- 
tended to cut the hallway into offices 
and take part of the council chamber 
for a hall. 

The proposed changes will not cost 
more than the money now expended by 
the city for the rent of the offices in 
the Chamber of Commerce building used 
by the school department, it is esti- 
mated. Work will begin on the changes 
very shortly, Councilman Carpenter 
hopes.

For Tuberculosis Cure 


Mayor Candler, Alderman Steve John- 

ston, Dr. Claude Smith, city bacteriolo- 
gist, and Dr. J. P. Kennedy, city health 
officer, forming the special committee 
having charge of the Battle Hill sani- 
tarium, accompanied by Alderman Kel- 
ley, chairman, of the finance commit- 
tee of council and mayor pro tem., paid 
a visit to the Battle Hill sanitarium 
yesterday morning and made an in- 
spection of the buildings and grounds. 
The trip was the first imade by the 
mayor and he was shown every detail 
of the plant. 
Mayor Candler seemed very favorably 
impressed With the work done in the 
sanitarium by the city of Atlanta at 
no cost to the patients treated for the 
great white plague. 

The mayor was particularly interest- 
ed in the crops raised on the farm 
lands and in the dairy herd with its 
modern and up-to-date sanitary milk- 
ing st@lls. He said it compared very 
favorably with the milking barns seen 
by him in the best dairies in the narth. 

The first meeting of the committee 
for the og was held in the office, at 
which time the report of J. H. Brad- 
field, the superintendent, was read and 
approved. Alderman Johnston, who was 
instrumental in getting the sanitarium 
built, while he was in council just be- 
fore his present term, and who is chair- 
man of 6 committee, declared 
that he intended*te’hold monthly meet- 
ings from this time forward and keep 
in close touch with the work. 

One feature of the sanitarium is a 
new school house erected for the chil- 
dren who are patients at the hospital. 
There are someé forty or more little 
tots who are receiving treatment for 
the dread disease. , 

Dr. Bradfield stated, in reply to a 
question from the mayor, 
76 per cent of those who come to the 
hospital are cured if they arrive before 
the disease has reached its final stages. 
The death rate is much higher among 
the negroes than the white people. 

Following the inspection of the 
buildings the committee.and visitors 
were given an excellent dinner pre- 
pared by the cooks in the hospital.

TO SUPPORT HERSELF 


Living in a little room, donated to 
her use so that she may have a shelter 
for herself and her imbecile ward, a 
woman of advanced years, there is a 
little woman in Atlanta, probably 30 
years of age, who, fighting her way 
against .every odd possible, is wag- 
ing a battle for self support. 

Her name, for obvious reasons, is 
withheld, but for many months she 
has lived with the one idea in view of 
caring for the imbecile. For this serv- 
ice she receives only $25 per month, 
and with this amount feeds and clothes 
both her charge and herself.

Having considerable practical experi- 
ence as a nurse for convalescent cases, 
she plans to take a cottage on the 
outskirts of town and open up a sort 
of subsidiary hospital where, persons 
discharged from Grady, but who need 
a little more time to fully recuperate, 
may find proper care and attention.

PRIZE SHIP ARMED 
BY GERMAN RAIDER. 


Washington, January 19.—Dispatches 
to the state department late today from 
Rio de Janeiro said it was stated there 
that the steamer St. Theodore, captured 
by the German raider in the south 
Atlantic, armed with two guns and 
manned by a German crew, was cruis- 
ing as an auxiliary to the raider. 

The department announced the ad- 
vices in this statement: ‘ 

“The department is advised by tele- 
grams from Rio de Janeiro that it is 
stated there that the captured steamer 
St. Theodore has been armed with two 
guns and a German crew put on board, 
and that the vessel is now operating as 
an auxiliary cruiser in the Atlantic.” 

Earlier in the day a cablegram from 
Consul Stewart at Pernambuco an- 
nounced the landing there of the St. 
Theodore’s crew, including nine Amer- 
icans, by the Japanese steamer Hudson 
Maru, another of the raider’s prizes. 
The consul said the other ships cap- 
tured were believed to have had no 
Americans aboard. 

The report of the arming of the St. 
Theodore, a British vessel, was given 
out with the explanation that the de- 
partment had no means of determining 
its accuracy. Officials were inclined to 
credit the story, though, and to look 
for word that other captured ships 
would be similarly used. 

American Rights Not Violated. 

Despite the intense interest’ with 
which the raider’s work its being fol- 
lowed here, official dispatches do not 
as yet indicate that American rights 
have been violated in any way or that 
the cruiser has exceeded her privileges 
under international law. 

Moot questions of international laws 
are involved, however, in the conver- 
sion of a merchantman into a com- 
merce destroyer on the high seas. The 
United States as well as Great Britain 
has refused to recognize the legality 
of such conversion. If American ships 
are sunk by such converted vessels or 
American cargo on other ships is lost, 
it is expected that this country would 
press claims against Germany for 
damages. ; 

Germany, however, together with the 
other continental nations, has main- 
tained the legality of conversion at sea. 
An attempt was made at the second 
Hague conference to reach an agree- 
ment on the subject, but the small navy 
nations refused to accept the Anglo- 
American contention. 

The attitude of the South American 
nations is being watched with partic- 
ular interest here, as it is recognized 
that the raider’s exploits has stirred 
public opinion there to as great a de- 
gree as the exploits of the U-53 stir- 
red public opinion here. A practical 
blockade of many ports, a jump in in- 
Surance rates and crippling of highly 
prosperous foreign trade are the results 
facing the South Americans. 


NO LATE NEWS 
ABOUT THE ROVER. 

Rio Janeiro, January 19.—Except for 
the accounts brought to Pernambuco 
by survivors of vessels which had been 
sunk, no authentic information has 
been received here regarding the uni- 
dentified German raider which has 
been roving the South Atlantic for 
more than a month. 

Since she parted company with the 
Hudson Maru a week ago the raider 
has dropped out of sight and so far as 
can be ascertained is still at large. 

Great anxiety is felt for the safety of 
various vessels in waters which are re- 
garded as in the danger zone and vari- 
ous reports of additional sinKings are 
current but there is no indication that 
these stories have any substantial 
basis. 

The French merchantman Samara, 
6,007 tons, which was reported to have 
been sunk, is safe and is due at Rio 
Janeiro this afternoon. 

The vessel in regard to which the 
greatest concern is felt is the 8,000- 
ton British steamship Ortega on her 
way to Pernambuco. It is reported 
from that city that she has returned 
to St. Vincent, but the report lacks 
confirmation. 

ATTACK MAY BE MADE 
ON BRITISH WEST INDIES. 

New York, January 19.—Possibility 
of an attack on the ports of the Brit- 
ish and French West Indies by a Ger- 
man raider has created alarm among 
officials and residents of the islands, 
and every possible precaution for de- 
fense is being taken by the authorities, 
according to the Rev. J. Henry Cart- 
wright, .of London, England, who ar- 
rived here today on the British steam- 
ship Parima ‘from West Indian ports.

APPEALING FOR HELP 


U. S. Warships Are to Bring 
' Refugees Out of: Syria 
. and Palestine. 


Washington, January 19.—Word re- 
ceived today in a cablegram from Am- 
bassador Elkus at Constantinople that 
the number of Americans seeking to 
leave Syria and Palestine had grown 
from a few hundred to more than a 
thousand, caused the state department 
to arrange with the navy for indefinite 
use of the cruiser Des Moines and the 
collier Caesar to bring the refugees 
out. 

Barcelona, Spain, the nearest neutral 
port, has been selected as the place at 
which to land the Americans for trans- 
shipment home on commercial liners. 
Officials estimate that at least one trip 
of the Caesar, now nearing Beirut with 
2,500 tons of relief supplies on board, 
and two trips of the cruiser Des 
Moines, also on her way there, will be 
required. The allies after negotiations 
have granted both vessels permission 
to pass their blockade with their re- 
lief supplies aboard and Turkey has 
agrees to conduct them through the 
mine zones in the harbor. Most of the 
refugees are naturalized Syrians, Ar- 
menians and Hebrews.: There also are 
numerous native Ameriloan missiona- 
ries, some of whom have been trying 
for more than a year to get out of the

Berlin, January 19.—(Via London.)— 
The Prussian diet took upon itself the 
role of critic of the government, which 
the reichstag at its latest session re- 
frained from doing. 

Nevertheless the prediction heard 
that the session would be marked by 
vigorous attacks on Chancellor von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, turned out to be 
incorrect. 

The speech of Dr. von Heydebrand, 
conservative leader, who is associated 
with the centrist and national-liberal 
parties, in favor of a more unrestrict- 
ed use of submarines, was far more 
moderate than on earlier occasions and 
Was not characterized by attacks on 
the United States. 

Girave and Difficult Epoch. 

Paul Breitenbach, minister of public 
works and the in 
the Prussian cabinet, 
fully worded declaration 
the government: 

“This grave difficult 
Guires ever-renewed discussion of what 
Ways and means are to be adopted.” 

He added, however, that he consider- 
ed any expression of the government's 
views at present to be undesirable. Re- 
sponsibility for decisions, he said, rest- 
edon the chancellor and he appealed to 
the patriotism of the house to support 
this difficult task by refraining from 
criticism of his policy—an appeal 
which the proceedings showed to be 
unnecessary.

Entente Officials Reach Ath-
